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FY2009 Budget Is Finally Voted; 
Some Property Fees Questioned 


The long ordeal is over — the 
City of Greenbelt has a budget 
for Fiscal Year 2009. After its 
presentation by the city manager 
on March 24, the budget under- 
went scrutiny and revision at 
10 worksessions and two public 
hearings. The Greenbelt City 
Council approved the budget at 
its meeting on Monday, June 
2 and immediately introduced 
for first reading an ordinance to 
adopt the budget. To meet city 
charter strictures to adopt the 
budget before June 10 without 
calling a special council meet- 
ing, council then suspended the 
rules, introduced the ordinance 
for second reading and adopted 
it by unanimous vote, with Coun- 
cilmember Edward Putens absent 
from the proceedings. 

No Changes 

The adopted budget appears 
to be the same as that reported 
in the May 29 News Review. 
Mayor Judith Davis explained 
that reductions in allocations to 
pensions for city employees will

not result in a reduced benefit 
for city workers but rather re- 
flects the health of the state pen- 
sion fund, which was not known 
when the budget process began in 
Greenbelt. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts continued in his objections 
to several budget items and voted 
against some accounts as they 
were read by various council- 
members. He said he does not 
favor hiring more employees, 
although he did not object to a 
new part-time position in Animal 
Control. Roberts said full-time 
positions have a way of becom- 
ing permanent and so a consistent 
financial obligation to the city, 
whereas — he believes — part-time 
positions tend to be temporary. 

Roberts also disapproved of 
the increase in residential prop- 
erty fees, which he felt would be 
passed on to tenants and would 
do little to ensure that landlords 
or developers maintain their prop- 
erty up to codes. Citing the 
difficulty of the times, Roberts 


Council Greets the New GHI 
Board at June 4 Worksession

Mayor Judith Davis greeted 
the new Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Incorporated 
(GHI) as she opened the annual 
stakeholder meeting between the 
city and the housing co-operative 
on Wednesday, June 4 at 8 p.m. 
in the Community Center. Seven 
of the GHI board’s nine mem- 
bers, including President Sylvia 
Lewis, were present. 

The City Council reported that 
more than a hundred people took 
part in the city’s first commu- 
nity-wide visioning exercise. The 
mayor attributed the event’s suc- 
cess to the charette or visioning 
session held by GHI’s Greener 
Greenbelt Initiative last year. 
She said the city was collating 
and prioritizing the more than 
500 suggestions collected. She 
stressed that the city would begin 
with more manageable projects, 
such as funding for the farmers 
market and a quarterly newslet- 
ter: “Some people feel the News 
Review doesn’t come in a timely 
manner or at all.” Davis reported 
that the first newsletter, to be 
mailed at the end of July, would 
deal chiefly with financial and 
fiscal issues. A second public 
information officer will be hired 
to help with this job. 

Sylvia Lewis said the co-op 
will have a slideshow on the 
charette on GHI’s website by the 
end of the month. GHI reported 
that they also were trying to set 
priorities, figure out the next 
steps and send all suggestions to 
appropriate committees. 


Though not on the planned 
agenda, the long-term future of 
Roosevelt Center was discussed, 
focusing on ways to improve 
safety, infrastructure and upkeep. 

Pipe Replacement 

On the upcoming WSSC 
(Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission) water-pipe replace- 
ment work, the GHI Board ex- 
pressed a need to work together 
with the city to inform all those 
who may be severely disrupted. 
While some 80 percent of de- 
sign work reportedly has been 
finished, the board said it is still 
working to ensure compliance 
with GHI’s landscape restoration 
standards, complaint resolution 
system and warranty terms. 

The work, to replace water 
supply pipes to many GHI homes 
and solve drainage problems, 1s 
expected to continue for up to 
five years. “Everything is crum- 
bling around us,” said Davis. 
“We’re so used to cheap water 
and electricity but that’s because 
they haven’t maintained the infra- 
structure.” 

Council also addressed the 
voting rights issues brought up 
by the suit that the NAACP, 
ACLU and Maryland Fair Vote 
have threatened to bring against 
Greenbelt. The groups cancelled 
a community forum and meet- 
ing with the city that had been 
scheduled in late May, council 
said, rescheduling the city meet- 
ing for June 30.

did not want to subject people to 
increases in fees. Roberts also 
objected to donations to West 
Lanham and Branchville fire de- 
partments. He believes these 
departments are charging citizens 
for ambulance service and does 
not want to see them paid twice. 
Davis and others supported the 
donations because these depart- 
ments act as first responders to 
calls in some parts of Greenbelt 
and the city has never given 
them anything but “thanks and a 
plaque.” 

At the close of the budget dis- 
cussion and action, Davis thanked 
the rest of council, the city man- 
ager and city staff for their hard 
work on the budget. She ex- 
pressed some surprise that at two 
public hearings, only one citizen 
spoke about the budget. Davis 
said she thinks this must reflect 
that Greenbelt citizens feel their 
council is being “careful and pru- 
dent” with taxpayers’ money and 
it is not a reflection of citizen 
apathy. As councilmembers were 
reflecting on the services that 
help make Greenbelt a “special 
place” to live, Davis noted that 
so far the city is able to provide 
good quality services but times

Hot Spot Strategies 
To be Used in SHL 


A recent memo from 
Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze detailed measures to 
be taken in response to the 
recent violent crime incidents 
of murder, attempted murder, 
aggravated assault and rob- 
bery occurring in Springhill 
Lake. The department will 
be employing hot spot strate- 
gies to address the issues. 
Hot spots are the places in a 
community where there are 
persistent problems of crime 
and disorder. In general, 
hot spot enforcement refers 
to police efforts to identify 
the residence, street corner, 


particular neighborhood or 
other location that generates 
the most calls for service. 
It also aggressively targets 
known gang members or 
other known offenders who 


commit crime. Resources 
are then deployed in uni- 
form for directed patrol and 
plain clothes for surveillance, 
detection and intelligence 
gathering. 

A recent survey by the 
Police Executive Research 
Forum (May 2008) cited hot 
spot enforcement as the high- 
est ranking program police 
agencies across the country 
are using to reduce violence.

State Budget Cuts Could 
Cost ERHS 13 Teachers

At Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS), students, parents 
and the PTA are all concerned 
about the possibility of losing 
several teachers next year. The 
city has also expressed concern. 
At the May 27 council meet- 
ing, Councilmember Leta Mach 
brought to council’s attention 
that ERHS is facing a proposed 
reduction in teaching staff of 
13.5 positions for the 2008-2009 
school year. The staff cuts are 
based on a projected student 
population at the school of about 
2,600 pupils. That projection 
was questioned by council since 
the current population 1s 2,800 
and they are not aware of any 
decreased interest by county 
students in attending ERHS. 
Council agreed unanimously to 
Mach’s motion that a letter be 
sent to the school board object- 
ing to the arbitrary reduction and 
challenging the projection for 
next year’s student population. 

Meanwhile, the PTA had 
learned of these issues and had 
contacted the school board and 
John Deasy, the superintendent 
of schools. They expressed 
concerns that cuts are being 
made now, even though ERHS 
has a history of having many 
new students enroll during the 
summer. (Many students who 
attend private school through the 
eighth grade traditionally apply 
to ERHS for high school.) 


The city and the PTA re- 
ceived the same email reply 
from Dr. Deasy: “All schools 
will be fully staffed at formula 
for next year. The budget called 
for a return to the strict staffing 
formula according to enrollment. 
For the past 4-5 years, staff have 
been allocated above formula 
across the county (although in no 
particular design). As a result of 
the dramatic decrease in funding 
from the state . . . we returned 
to formula allocations. So at all 
levels of the county, staff not in 
the formula will be reassigned to 
vacant, retired or open positions. 
We do not anticipate any loss of 
incumbent staff but they may not 
remain in their original position. 
People should keep in mind that 
our budget was reduced mid-year 
and end of year by $1 million, 
nearly 10 percent of previous 
year funding. 

“Of course we monitor enroll- 
ment each week during the sum- 
mer and if enrollment changes 
we will make adjustments to 
any individual school’s formula 
allocation. 

“And, of course, the follow- 
ing year will be significantly 
more difficult than next year.” 

Deb Tasky, PTA president, 
responded to this email ques- 
tioning Deasy further, “ We are 
absolutely certain for the ERHS

Pedal NOT to the Metal

Back when I paid 19 cents a 
gallon at the pump (never mind 
how long ago), Greasemonkey 
Gus and other apostles of com- 
mon sense preached careful driv- 
ing: a steady foot on the pedal, 
an ideal speed — for economy 
— of 38 mph and ease up to that 
red light a block or more ahead. 
Such wisdom is creeping back, 
at least as precept, with gas 
prices rising to a fare-thee-well. 
AAA, for one, warns that mile- 
age drops sharply over 60 mph, 
although the last few times on 
495 — with traffic moving freely 
— I was left in the lurch at that 
speed. (Edmonds.com says that 
doubling speed from 40 to 80 
mph quadruples the drag.) As 
for coasting up to a red light on 
Greenbelt Road or Kenilworth 
Avenue, this driver is in a dis- 
tinct minority. 

What’s the rush, people? You 
won’t get there any faster and 
you’re wearing out your brake 
pads. Give the blood pressure a 
break, too. 


Travel as light as you can, 
the pundits add, whether it’s 
about stuff hauled on a roof rack 
or goods (1.e., bads) sequestered 
in a trunk. A fellow Greenbelter 
— no names, please — makes it a 
practice to keep the capacious 
trunk in his capacious sedan 
filled to the gills with all kinds 
of products that rarely, if ever, 
are needed in everyday jaunts, 
much less for the long haul. 

There’s little we can do in 
the short run to directly affect 
the price at the pump but in this 
time of vaunted calls for change 
(at least in the political arena) 
our habits on the road could use 
a close look. Bring back the 
benchmarks of Greasemonkey 
Gus, a role model for today as 
well as yesteryear. (That 19 
cents a gallon was for regular; 
it was all of 22 cents for high- 
test.) Further, Old and other 
Greenbelters, especially those 
not far from Roosevelt Center, 
can put their pedalities to the 
sidewalk.

“There is no lawsuit yet,” Da- 
vis said. “The main thing is to 
be there and listen.” 

On the state of development 
within Greenbelt, Davis said, 
“The market has slowed every- 
thing down. It’s come to a com- 
plete stop.” 

She reported that AIMCO 
(Apartment Investment and 
Management Company) has 
sold Springhill Lake apartments 
but still has not told the city to 
whom. Celia Craze, the city’s 
director of Planning and Commu- 
nity Development, assured council 
that the “new owner is obliged to 
make good on all existing viola- 
tions,” which Craze reports are 
listed on 40 pages. 

Greenbelt Station 

The city reported that high-end 
retail was not interested in com- 
ing to Greenbelt’s North Core 
development because of the mar- 
ket. In turn, council is opposed 
to locating a D.C. United soccer 
stadium in Greenbelt. 

“The soccer stadium will do 
nothing for the city or the county 
but we don’t have zoning author- 
ity,’ Davis said. “The county 
does; most of the members of the 
county council do not see why we 
do not want what they want.” 

In a discussion on drainage 
issues, Davis read from a report 
claiming that in Greenbelt we 
could expect climate change to 
take the form of “more heat- 
waves, more allergies and more 
insect-borne diseases.” Da- 
vis continued, “Rain will be in 
intense, long downpours and 
floods.” Whereupon lightning 
flashed outside the window from 
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a storm that left many in Prince 
George’s and Montgomery coun- 
ties without power. 

Both the city and GHI are 
facing drainage problems during 
heavy storms due to inadequate 
drains and landscaping that dis- 
rupts swales and water flow. Da- 
vis reported that the city has been 
using an old street sweeper to 
suck up debris from the storm 
drains. 

Finally, Lewis reported that 
GHI was starting to brainstorm 
on the purchase of an apartment 
building for the elderly. The city 
suggested sources for grants but 
questioned the possibility of dis- 
placing any current residents.

ahead could be difficult. 
Beyond the Budget 

Council voted to provide 
a half-price corporate pass to 
Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center (GAFC) for members of 
both the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad, 
and various city advisory groups. 
Roberts dissented on the advisory 
groups, saying their annual din- 
ner and anniversary awards were 
sufficient benefits. Councilmem- 
ber Konrad Herling agreed that 
people volunteer because they 
want to serve but he considers 
this benefit a sign of appreciation, 
not an incentive to participate. 

Resolutions 

In other action, council intro- 
duced a resolution to buy new 
digital security cameras for the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center for 
$25,941. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said the current bud- 
get could cover the slight increase 
over what had been budgeted. 
The old analog cameras are over 
15 years old. 

A second resolution presented 
for first reading will raise refuse 
collection costs in the city $4 per 
quarter and the recycling fee to 
$28 per year, an increase of one 
dollar. 

Both resolutions will come 
before council again at its next 
meeting for second reading and 
adoption.

situation that the (projected stu- 


dent) count is too low. There 
are students from private schools 
that will show up on July 1 that 
ERHS already knows about and 
has tried to explain to the sys- 
tem.” 

The PTA took some hope from 
the fact that Deasy indicated that 
they will “monitor enrollment 
each week” and make adjustments 
immediately. Tasky had also re- 
quested historical and current 
information on student enrollment 
at ERHS. The concern was that 
the enrollment numbers were 
higher than had been thought. 
Verjeana Jacobs, chair of the 
Prince George’s County Board 
of Education, responded to Tasky 
and indicated that the board “has 
directed Dr. Deasy and his staff 
to provide additional data on 
staffing in all of our schools to 
include impact of budget con- 
straints.” 

The PTA has encouraged the 
community to contact their elect- 
ed officials regarding the ERHS 
situation.

Shakespeare Is Shaken Up 
At Greenbelt Arts Center

The opening scene of “Wyrd 
Sisters,” at Greenbelt Arts Center 
this month, conjures up a quick 
whiff of Shakespearean stagecraft: 
three women, two with pointy 
black witches’ hats, are confabu- 
lating around a big, black kettle 
on “the blasted heath.” Would 
they intone that weighty witchery 
chorus of yore that starts, “Bub- 
ble, bubble, toil and trouble’? 
Was what we saw before us to be 
a reprise of “Macbeth’’? 

No, gentle reader, lighten the 
load, forsooth. In short order 
the trio shook up its image with 
an offbeat oral thrust or three; a 
babe-in-arms with outsized crown 
(hint, hint) appeared, plus two 
dead men; and then a clamorous 
king, feisty queen and portentous 
kingly ghost seized the stage. 
Thus is launched locally-based 
Alchemy Theater’s first produc- 
tion. 

At intermission the very skies 
above Roosevelt Center — roil- 
ing with thunder, lightning and 
pounding rain — seemed to hold a 
mirror up to something or other: 
toil and trouble, at the least, ever 
the lot of thespians e’en ere the 
Bard of Avon’s day. And thereby 
hangs atale.... 

The Director Gretchen Jacobs 
has worked at Greenbelt Arts 
Center for almost 10 years. Last 
January cast members of her 
production of “The Beard of 
Avon” — ah, there sweet Wil- 
liam — prompted a go at “Wyrd 
Sisters.” It’s an adaptation (by 
Stephen Bragg) of a 1998 novel 
by Terry Pratchett, whose many 
fantasies/parodies are popular in 


his native England. (Current pro- 
duction manager Richard Atha- 
Nicholls acted in a Pratchett play 
back in the U.K.) 

Newly-hatched Alchemy The- 
ater got the rights to “Wyrd Sis- 
ters” early this April and started 
rehearsing three times a week. 
Throw in more time for 20-some 
actors — a number of them dou- 
bling up on rapid-fire roles — to 
learn their lines, plus staff to 
build the set (with its innovative 
pair of sliding platforms) and 
dope out lighting and action. It 
adds up to a lot of dedicated 
volunteers putting in a lot of time 
and effort to win the audience’s 
hearts. Minds, too, maybe. 

On the first Saturday night, 
the house seemed absorbed in 
the production’s broadly-played, 
rough and tumble twists and turns 
and appreciative of the cast’s ef- 
forts in some 23 quickly switched 
scenes. (Is this a comedy we see 
Delore US: 2 «4 <) 

By the second act that babe-in- 
arms had grown — surprise! — into 
a braw, knock-about thespian lad. 
Did he, perchance, have a greater 
role to play? 

More we can’t reveal. But 
know ye that the wyrd sisters 
— Margrat Garlick (Katrina Jan- 
son), Granny Weatherwax (Carole 
B. Cox) and Nanny Ogg (Melanie 
Hall) — were played to a fare- 
thee-well. Ditto, among others, 
for Steven Felder as the Fool, 
in Lancre Castle and elsewhere. 
The play goes on Saturday and 
Sunday nights at 8 p.m. through 
June 28, with matinees June 15 
and 22 at 2 p.m. 


Chromatics, Transatlantic

The Chromatics will perform 
at the New Deal Café on Sat- 
urday, June 21 starting at 8:30 
p.m. Transatlantic Crossing will 
open the evening starting at 7:30 
p.m. 

Using no instruments but their 
voices, The Chromatics will 
perform a high-energy mix of 
music from their CD of original 
astronomy songs, as well as 
modern pop a cappella ranging 
from radio-friendly love songs to 
socially-aware originals. 

Chromatics music director 
Padi Boyd said, “We’ve always 
loved the New Deal Café for 
supporting local music and for 
being the community living 
room. We are really excited to 
see the new menu and new life 
for the Café.” 

The Chromatics have five re- 
cordings under their belt, writing 
and performing their own brand 
of original and contemporary mu- 
sic. And just for fun, when the 
urge hits them to rhyme “confu- 
sion” with “nuclear fusion,” they 
turn to creating lesson-based 
songs about stars, planets, black 
holes and the physics behind 
them. The group’s best-selling 
release, “AstroCappella 2.0,” a 
multimedia CD/CD-ROM, con- 
tains 13 original songs about the 
universe, as well as background 
information, lesson plans, activi- 
ties, games, puzzles, slide shows, 
movies and more. The project 
is a follow-up to the successful 


six-song AstroCappella, which 
flew in space aboard the Space 
Shuttle in December 1999. 

The Chromatics’ most recent 
release, “Committed,” contains 
almost all original songs and the 
Recorded A Cappella Review 
Board calls it “the most creative 
and interesting a cappella album 

. in a long time.” The three 
dozen originals penned by The 
Chromatics include songs cel- 
ebrating the joy and angst of the 
Internet, the suburban dream, 
the gruesome horrors of bad hair 
and the universal human thirst 
for Cowboy Latin. 

The group and their CDs have 
been nominated for three Con- 
temporary A cappella Record- 
ing Awards (CARAs) and four 
Washington Area Music Awards 
(Wammies). Their songs have 
been featured on CNN, PBS 
and BBC Radio 4, quoted in 
the New York Times and fea- 
tured in Sky & Telescope and 
Physics Today. They have per- 
formed at the Kennedy Center in 
Washington, D.C., done numer- 
ous science teacher workshops 
across the country and will be 
performing at the North Museum 
in Lancaster this fall. They are 
currently working on a new CD 
celebrating the International Year 
of Astronomy in 2009.

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Birding Trail Open 
At Lake Artemesia 
In mid-May 
the Mary- 
land-National 
Capital Park 
and Planning 
Commission 
(M-NCPPC), the 
Luther Committee of the 
Prince George’s Audubon Soci- 
ety and 100 attendees officially 
dedicated the 2.2 mile Luther 
Goldman Birding Trail at Lake 
Artemesia Natural Area Park. 
Luther Goldman was a long- 
time resident of College Park, a 
pioneer national wildlife refuge 
manager, a well-known wild- 
life photographer and a beloved 
field trip leader for the Prince 
George’s Audubon Society for 
many years. 

The newly designated bird- 
ing trail, first of its kind in the 
county, is a tribute to Goldman’s 
memory and the difference he 
made to so many local bird- 
ers. It is part of the M-NCPPC 
Anacostia Tributary Trail System. 
With the lake as a backdrop, 
a large sign near the entrance 
of the park tells about Luther 
Goldman. Another sign nearby 
gives simple birding tips. Along 
the lake trail there are signs 
with arrows pointing the way 
through a variety of diverse 
habitats. Nine interpretive signs 
give information on songbirds, 
waterfowl, aquatic mammals and 
fish, as well as a history of Lake 
Artemesia, a 38-acre man-made 
lake excavated to provide fill for 
Metro track beds. 

Goldman frequently hiked and 
birded along these trails and the 
trail’s bird checklist was built 
from his records. 

The Luther Trail is open 
whenever the park is. On week- 
day mornings and evenings and 
on Saturdays, park staff and 
volunteers lead bird walks. An- 
nouncement of these walks can 
be found regularly in the News 
Review. During the first guid- 
ed walk on May 24, the group 
found 57 species of birds and 
five active nests including sev- 
eral with birds present. 

Volunteer walk leaders are 
sought as well as other contribu- 
tions of time or funds to assist 
in further developing birding 
opportunities. Among pending 
projects are a detailed color trail 
map/birding site guide brochure 
and a more durable publica- 
tion of the “History of Bird- 
ing in Prince George’s County, 
Maryland” replete with bird and 
wildlife photos taken by Luther 
Goldman.

Greenbelt Fourth Graders 
Work To “Save the Shad”

Do you ever wonder what you 
can do to help the environment? 
Mrs. Molly Simms’ fourth grade 
class at Greenbelt Elementary 
School did our part. Ms. Van- 
essa Zanin, our science coordina- 
tor, helped us figure out what we 
could do. She found out about the 
“Save the Shad” project. Our goal 
was to raise shad in our classroom 
aquarium and release fry or baby 
shad into the Potomac River. The 
shad help the cycle of life by pro- 
viding food for bigger fish. 

At first, 1t seemed like it would 
never be done. But with the 
help of class early birds Allison 
Malone, Cheyenne Oliver, Scott 
Candey and me, we finished in 
one month. Students from all 
over Maryland, Virginia and D.C. 
participated in the project. 

First we had to gather the 
materials to build the incubator 


— wood planks, washers, wing 
nuts, two buckets and, of course, 
water! Once it was put together, 
we added bacteria and ran it for 
a few days. Students tested the 
water twice a day to make sure 
the water quality was good. Fi- 
nally, we added the shad eggs 
into the egg chamber. It took 
less than a week for the eggs to 
mature into fry. 

Our field trip to the release 
site was the best part! Students 
walked down to the Potomac 
shore by Chapman State Park in 
Charles County, stood in the wa- 
ter and gently poured cupfuls of 
fry into the river. We also spot- 
ted a blue heron. Our teacher, 
Mrs. Simms, said, “It was a once 
in a lifetime experience.” 

Fourth grade environmental- 
ists had so much fun saving the 
shad.
